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The Elevated Rallronad,

Mu. Samorr Joserns yesterday introduosd
into the Legislature sn act ‘‘incorporating
the Philadelphia Elevated Railrosd Com-
pany, providing that Charles M. Prevost,
Joseph F. Tobias, John F. Reading, W. A. F
Maddox, 8. W, Gross, M.D., Charles B.
Sloan, Jacob Janney, Richard Montgomery,
E. Cooper Shapley, and Willlam B. Wilson,
bs suthorized to form a compavy under the
provisions of the general Rallroad law, with a
capital of 1,000,000, to construct a double
traok rallroad, at an elevation of not less than
fifteen feet nor less than twelve feot from the
snrfaoe of the ground, aloug and over Market
street, commencing st Front, aud ronning to
the weatern line of Philadelphia county, to be
conatructed of corrugated beam irom, sup-
ported upon columns of the same material,
the oars being propelled by s dummy engine."”

The bill was referred to the Committes on
Railroads, and is at present before that body.
We have heard of wild propositions. Thas, a
bridge soross the Delaware river to & spot in
New Jersoy to which no ome goes or wants lo
go, is being debated. A tunnel under Broad
sjreet—an imitation, feeble, to be sure, of the
Metropolitan Underground Hailroad of Lon-
den—iz also discusged. And it is not
many years egince an  seronaut, Low
or High, or some such name, favored the
ohartering of balloons to carry people from
one street cormer to apother. Bat of all
insane and comical ideas, this elevated rail-
road on Market stree! takes the laad. Really,
Mr. Josephe, if you perpetrated a joke on
Gensral Prevost and old Dr, Gross and their
asgoolates, you deserve the Cassio-like com-
mendation, By heavens, this iz a more ex-
quisite cne than the other.”

Both parties in this controversy are
represented by able counsel, who mads alo-
quent appesals that justice should ba done
though the heavens fall, and Judge Peirce
took the matter under advisement, and
is now engaged sitting up late o' nights en-
deavoring to find the golden grain of trauth at
the bottom of the muddle.

Falr Promlises.
Tae action of Mayor Fox yesterday in remov-
ing Reserve Officer Hill, without the assign-
ment of any cause, is one whiok the admirera
of the new executive of onr city will find
difficnlt to reconcile with his professions.
Upon entering on the dutiesofl his office Mr.
Fox talked in soft notes of governing the
poliee foroe according to merit, and sslecting
only good men. He went farther, and gave
the people to underatand that such of the old
force as are of nudoubted merit should not bs
deprived of their positions. How he is oarry-
ing ont these promigea is shown by the
case {o question. It will be remembered that
Officer Hill was the only policeman who had
the nerve and independence toarrest the noto-
rions Jim Haggerty, over whose case there
was 80 much excitement a fow weeks aince.
| Hill went into a bar-room, arrested Haggerty,
| was driven out, waylaid, shot, and beaten.
He is still sufforing from the wonnds received
in the discharge of his duty. It will be re-
membered also that he was brought before the
notorions McMallin, and came near being sent
to jail. All this was the immediate result of
| the fearless performance of what was required
" of him by every sense of right. And how is he
rewarded? Without cause, at the request of
McMuallin and his fellows, Hill is discharged
| from the force. If any more convincing argn-
ment is wanted to show the necessity of some
reform in our pregent police system, we have
it here. The political fancy of the Mayor and
the complaint of the worst class of oitizens
canzed the removal of & faithful policeman.
This case s but typical. With the
sdjonrnment of the Legizlature will
come a general discharge of the present
force snd the instalment in their places of
men who carried the bludgeons of the Sheriff
at the Ootober slection. Such men as these
to be the guardians of the public peace! We
tremble for our city when we think of suchan
evil. Let the case of Hill be & warning to the
Legislature that some sort of reform, be it
what it may, is neceasary to save life and pro-
perty from being endangered in Philadelphia.

Ineligibility of Members of Cenuclls,

There sre mo passengers who would ride on
it in preference to the cars on terra firma, and
there is mo freight which needs transportation
through the heart of the city. It is, there-
fore, mot in compliance with any want. Again,
it wonld be greatly injurious to the owners
of all property om Market street; in fact,
it wonld be ruinmous mot ouly to basi-
ness, but to the real esiate owner.

Alte-
the bill hes so many merits that we
comgratulate the incorporators over their
oharter when they get it, and also give Mr.

thie Board of Brokers undertook to investigate

A very proper law has passed the State Benate
snd is now before the House of Represents-
tives. It relates to the right of persons
elected to Couneils to hold office under the
city government duriog the term for which
they are elected, and modifies the existing
law in some important particnlara., It divides
the city officers inte those who are elected by
the people and those elected by Councils, So
far as the former are concerned, all prohibitory
statutes which excluded members of Councils
from accepting of them daring the time for
which they were elected to Councils are repealed.

This seems to us to be only just. Let us cite
an Iostance. A pgentleman {s elected
to Beleot Couneil for three years. If
he keeps his seat, or if he resigns, it

matters not, For three years from the date of
election he is ineligible to any elective office,
The new law makea him eligible to one when
the people chaose, but of course compels him
to resign from Councils before he can accept
it. Were the law otherwise, we might be de-
prived of the services of our most valued
oitizens, and maoy who would be ornaments
to the chamber be indnced to decline entering
upon the duties for fear of the consequent ex-
clusion. By removing all such dizability sim-
ple justice is done.

In the other clags of offivers, however, those
elected by Councile, every member is excluded
for the entire term for which he iselected. He
capnot resign and be elected to them. For
three years from the date of his entrance into
the Belect Chamber, no member can be elected
by his fellows to auy ofice. This is eminently
proper. It is pegeseary in such a city as our
own that the Connoils be not used as a step-
ping-stone to political sd vancement. We do not
want members to go into them, and do so only
to get the mequaintance of their fsllow-mem-
bers and be elected to more lucrative offices.
And it is & wise provision that for the time for
which they are elected they shonld Le ex-
clnded. There seems to be no doubt but that
the bill will pase.

able to remember a good many very indifferent
plays, and a great deal of very indifferent act-
ing, &t the Aroh In its “palmy days,” No com-
pany equal to Wheatley’s has been colleoted in
thls city slnoe, the one now At the Arch being
the nearest approach to it,and every eandid
person competent to form an opinion on the
subject will admit that, in the way of scenery,
costumes, and effects, plays are better pro-
duced under Mrs, Drew's adm inistration than
they ever were before, The worst that play-
goers can complain of when comparing the
druma of today with that of thelr earlier re-
collections, is in the deterioration of the com-
papy at this one theatre, I'he Walnut has,
probably, a8 good & company now as it ever
had—except AL very rare intervals—within the
memory of the present generation. The Wal-
nut, however, was always a “star’ house, and
relled more wupon translent sttractions
than upon the strength of ilts company. The
slar syslem, however,we are happy to think, Is
al its decadence. Herelofore, anotors, after galn-
ing & lttle local popularity, have considered
